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China. 

There are several points in the following letter, 
from Hon. 8. Wells Williams, in which the Board 
is seeking further information, and is therefore not 
fully prepared to determine its future action. But 
the letter contains so much that is interesting and 
excellent, that we doubt not it will be read with 
great pleasure: 

PEKING, Sept. 28th, 1864. 

My Dear Sie :—Your interesting and kind letter 
of July 2d has recently come to hand, and I have 
showed it to Rev. Mr. Blodget and Dr. Martin, who 
are both living in the city, and who will thus be 
able to act as members of your Bible Committee in 
this part of China in concert. China itself is so 
large a country, and the habits of its people differ so 
much in its various parts, that a plan of operations 
suitable in one region must be modified in another, 
that you need to have committees invested with dis- 
eretionary powers. I think the results of ten years’ 
labour in Bible distribution, through the present plan 
of confiding the work to missionaries at their several 
stations, will be quite as great and satisfactory as it 
would be by a special agent, who, must needs still 
employ his missionary brethren to help him. 

As to the Bible Society defraying part or all the 
expenses of missionary tours undertaken to distribute 
the Scriptures in the neighbourhood of the stations, 
there can be, I should think, only one opinion of its 
desirableness and propriety. At the present time, 
especially, such tours cannot probably be undertaken 
without such aid, owing to the straits for funds in 
all the mission boards; and with proper limitations 
and directions, I feel confident your great purpose 
would be greatly promoted, and your Record be fur- 
nished with very interesting narratives, throwing 
much light on the ability of the Chinese to under- 
stand the Word, and their disposition to receive it. 
Although so many years have elapsed since Protest- 
ant missions commenced in China, very little has 
yet been done to bring this Word into contact with 
the educated and the literati, who form the govern- 
* 


ing class. Doubtless, thousands of these men have 
read it somewhat, but it has not attracted much at- 
tention. 

We are told that one of the evidences of Christ. 
being He that should come, was that to the poor the 
gospel is preached ; and experience shows that in a 
heathen country, like China, it is eminently suitable 
that it should be so, and for two or three reasons. 
Society in this country is more democratic and ho- 
mogeneous than in any other Asiatic kingdom, and 
its ruling minds proceed from all conditions of life 
according to their talents and acquirements. Yet 
the fact is plain that only a small portion of the 
male adults in the population can read intelligently, 
even the simplest books in their own language, ow- 
ing chiefly to the draft on their time to learn its 
complex characters, amid the imperious demands for 
earning their living. This, consequently, turns the 
whole of the really educated class into that part of 
society which has time and means to study and 
compete for office, only a few of whom succeed in- 
deed in becoming officers, but all of whom become 
educated gentry, and take the lead of society in every 
village and city in the land; and not a few of them, 
too, petty oppressors and severe landlords in their 
own districts. They usually head all insurrections, 
and all the organizations formed against the gov- 
ernment, deluding the people as Absalom did some- 
times; at others directing the public sentiment and 
wrongs into such. channels as they like, of a more 
peaceful and legitimate kind. The rebellion lately 
checked by the capture of Nanking, was started and 
guided by disappointed and ambitious literati; and 
during its whole progress, in fourteen years, not a | 
single officer in the emperor’s service joined it vol- 
untarily. The struggle for Christianity is come 
between this proud and influential educated class 
and the advocates of truth, as the latter multiply ; 
and it is plain that as the poor and uneducated 
classes receive the gospel, and live up to its require- 
ments, they form a basis for the changes in society 
which begin as soon as an acknowledged want is 


felt; and those who demand it can show its reason- 
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ableness by their lives and teachings. The progress 
may be slow, and, if peaceable, it is likely to carry 
great masses of mind with it on that account. If, 
however, the educated classes first receive the gos- 
pel, they are far in advance of their country- 
men, and could maintain their position by a 
greater stringency, and evolve, perhaps, a worse 
despotism than now exists; for power is too sweet 
to its possessors to be parted with from principle. 
Happily, in China, there is no hereditary aristocracy 
or state priesteraft to maintain organized class re- 
sistance to the truth; and I think its professors will 
experience only that persecution which error and 
hatred can incite against them among local com- 
munities and in families. It is to the great credit 
of Chinese notions of government that the welfare 
of the people is its highest object, and peace its best 
end and evidence. 

The only difficulty in the way of your suggestion 
respecting Bible women, and its adoption everywhere 
at the station, is the almost utter absence of readers. 
Female education among the Chinese is too limited 
to expect to find Christian women among them who 
could go out as Bible readers, for a good while yet. 
After all, one of the very chiefest obstacles in the 
way of the progress of Bible and all other truth 
among the Chinese, is their own language, which 
now proves to be more and more beyond the reach 
of the working classes. At the age of twenty, if a 
man has little knowledge of the written language, 
it is almost certain that he never will find mind, 
time, and means, for its attainment. The solution 
of the question, whether to use phonetic instead of the 
present ideographic symbols to write the spoken 
language, or to elevate the people through their own 
characters, depends on causes beyond our present 
knowledge. I hope the characters will be main- 
tained, as the least of the evils. 

It is a blessed work to give a people like this the 
Scriptures, and to preach to them the hope that is in 
Christ the Saviour. The God of the Scriptures 
raised up Confucius in China about the time that he 
raised up Ezra in Persia, and gave him as the 
Teacher of Ten Thousand Ages to this people to set 
before them the highest system of worldly morals, 
and to show to the human race the highest condition 
of civilization those morals could produce. The ex- 
periment has been conducted 2,000 years, and is in 
full energy now, and exhibits the best results fallen 
man can educe from it. We live when the higher 
Revelation is coming in to take its place and elevate 
this people to its proper standing among the nations. 
When I saw Dr. Morrison, thirty years ago, in Feb- 
ruary, 1834, he felt that this coming in had com- 
menced, though no church, no schools, no missions, 
had been organized among them; how much more 
can I rejoice, after thirty-one years of pleasant la- 
bour, to see all these in active operation from Can- 
ton to Peking. Happy, too, will they be who help 
to reap the present sowing.

Syria, 
CONSTANTINOPLE, Nov. 2, 1864. 
Dear Sir:—A letter from Syria is before me, 
giving a brief report of the labours of one of the col- 
porteurs I was authorized to employ in that region 
at the expense of the American Bible Society. The 
person employed is a young man recently received 


into the church, and thoroughly devoted to the cause 
of his new Master. He spent a month in the dis- 


“trict north of Tripoli, but was unable to dispose of 


many copies of the Word of God, on account of the 
violent opposition of the ecclesiastics. The first 
place visited after leaving Tripoli was “ Deir Mar 
Gurgius,” or Convent of St. George. At this place 
is the ““Sabbatic fountain ;”’ and at the time of the 
visit-a large number of people from all parts of the 
country were gathered there. The hopes of our 
young brother were raised by this circumstance, only 
to be sorely disappointed. The multitude were 
wholly under the control of the priests, and the op- 
position to the dissemination of the Scriptures was 
so bitter and determined, that he sold only one New 
Testament, and that toa Moslem. Out of the crowd 
of nominal Christians found at this ‘ Sabbatic fount- 
ain,’ not one was willing to receive the Word of 
Christ. 

From this place he went east to Hums, and thence 
north to Hamoth. In these places he found many 
friendly to his work. In several villages in that re- 
gion the light from God’s Word is already irradiat- 
ing the darkness. At a little town, by name Ma- 
hardee, he found a community of Greeks just ready 
to cast off the dogmas of their old faith. They re- 
ceived him gladly, and bought some of his books. 
They gathered round him and listened attentively to 
the Word, as he read from the New Testament that 
justification and salvation are by faith in Christ 
alone. The words he read from the Scriptures were 
strange to them, and they said to the colporteur and 
to one another, ‘‘ This is all new to us. If what is 
read to us from the Bible be true, we are all in the 
way to destruction, and we must get out of it as 
soon as possible.” : 

Ait another place, where he spent only one night, 
he disposed of but one Bible, and that was stolen. 
The name of the village is the “Fountain of 
Thieves.” 

In other places, where the people were unwilling 
to purchase the Bible, or even to receive it as a gift 
with the promise that it should be read and properly 
cared for, the colporteur found a goodly number 
ready to listen to him as he read to them “‘all the 
words of this life.” 

The number of books sold on this tour were com- 
paratively few, but in other respects it was consid- 
ered successful and satisfactory by the missionary 
under whose immediate supervision it was made. 

Another letter from Kharpoot speaks of the labours 
of Colporteur Bedros, during a tour of two months in 
the districts of Greghi and Erzingan. While on this 
tour Bedros was called to a new service in “ putting 
to rights a case of violence” to one of his fellow- 
labourers—a missionary helper in Temran. His 
management of this case, and his dealing with 
the pasha and other Turkish authorities, will 
interest you, as indicating his shrewdness and 
ability to deal with men. It seems that the in- 
habitants of Temran, alarmed at the influence 
of the truth in that region, determined on a 
summary expulsion of the Protestant teacher from 
their village. Accordingly, one night men and wo- 
men in large numbers gathered at the house of this 
“native helper,” seized him and beat him, and cast 
him and his goods into the street, declaring most vio- 
lently that he should no longer stay in their town. 
When Bedros appeared upon the ground, he sought 
to have the matter settled by the Armenians and the 
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local Turkish authorities. Failing in this he ap- 
pealed to the pasha of Erzingan for redress. This 
functionary, ‘after playing Turk twenty-seven 
days’ (during which time Bedros ‘waked up the 
Bible work in Erzingan”’), gave him papers and offli- 
cers to bring the offenders to his tribunal. Bedros, 
on his way to Temran, was taken sick at the “kas- 
sobah.’’? He however sent on the officers, and had six- 
teen men brought to him, saying that he should take 
them to the pasha at Erzingan. The sixteen men 
came, and with them four women, affirming that the 
“helper” had kicked and otherwise ill-treated them. 
Bedros, on hearing that the women had also come, 
told the officers to be sure and retain them, as he 
wished to take them also before the pasha at Erzin- 
gan. Upon this the women all fled to their homes. 
The sixteen worthies next sent messengers to all the 
neighbouring villages, and called for the principal 
men to come to their aid in defending themselves and 
their people from Protestant oppression. These prin- 
cipal men came from far and from near, and began 
to talk loud about their being martyrs for their peo- 
ple and their faith, etc. When his Turkish officer 
informed Bedros of their talk, as he lay sick upon his 
bed, he expressed great joy, and ordered his officers 
to go at once, and take surety from the new 
comers that they would be ready at call to go to the 
pasha at Erzingan. Seeing his boldness, and think- 
ing that some pit was about to open beneath their 
feet, they all fled that same night. The sixteen also 
began to coax Bedros to pardon them and make 
peace. The man who at first had been the most 
violent, saying that no Protestant should enter their 
town again; the one who had been foremost in beat- 
ing and driving forth the “helper,’’ came and kissed 
the hands both of Bedros and his fellow-labourer, 
made a very humble confession, offering to go him- 
self and strike the bell for Protestant chapel wor- 
ship. The result was, that these men paid six 
hundred piasters ($25) damage, returned the helper 
to his room, and gave security that they would not 
hereafter trouble him. We hope and believe that 
the final result of this affair will be advantageous to 
the work in which Bedros is engaged, of giving the 

Gospel to all who dwell in that dark region. 
I have many other things to add, but I have not 

time to write them out. £

John V. Cowell. 


A long-lived labourer in the Bible cause gone to 
his rest—The Pennsylvania Bible Society mourns 
the death of Mr. John V. Cowell, a distinguished mer- 
chant, an excellent Christian, and an active la- 
bourer in the society for more than fifty years. Mr. 
Cowell entered in the year 1813 on this work, with 
that steady zeal and unwearied assiduity whieh 
marked his efforts in every relation of life. He then 
preferred, as a station of greater usefulness than a 
seat at the board of the original Philadelphia Bible 
Society, to take the labouring oar at what was called 
in those early days, the auxiliary Bible society of 
this association. He was secretary for fifteen years, 
and the entire records, a large portion of a folio vol- 
ume, are in his clear, distinct, unvarying handwrit- 
ing, indicative of the steady purpose of a merchant 
who has pursued his avocation amid all the revul- 
sions of the last sixty years, without a breath of sus- 
picion to taint his reputation. 

For the last twenty-six years of his life, his serv- 
ices as a member of the board of managers of the 
Pennsylvania Bible Society, and of its executive 
committee, and of the committee on the depository, 
have been constant, faithful, and most valuable. 
His. intelligent, active, practical mind, his wide ex- 
perience, and his thorough conscientiousness, caused 
his councils at all times, and especially in cases of 
delicacy, to be regarded with that deference to which 
the opinions of a wise and good man are entitled ; 
while his ever cheerful, happy temper, and his court- 
eous manners, rendered his companionship agreea- 
ble, adding weight to the propriety of his sentiments. 
It may with propriety be said of him, as it was of 
the aged Simeon, ‘‘ He was a just man and devout.” 
At the age of eighty he was still active and at his 
post on an important committee, within six days of 
his death, and with a mind as clear and a zeal as 
fervent as ever before, Mr. Cowell was eminently 
a Bible Christian. Exact and scrupulous as to him- 
self, frank and charitable as to the opinions of others ; 
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to his church he was most devotedly attached, and 
as a man of prayer, eminent. 

The example of such a man—of one who has 
spent a life of eighty years in a busy world, without 
reproach, end from his earliest years to the day of 
his death a consistent, active, working Christian, is 
not without its power, and cannot be lost to the 
world. Those who would serve Christ for sixty or 
seventy years must start early in life, and not one of 
us has a day to lose.

American Bible Society, 

The stated meeting of the Board of Managers 
was held at the Bible House, Astor Place, on 
Thursday, the 5th inst., at half-past 3 P. M., Benj. 
L. Swan, Esq., Vice President, in the chair, assisted 
by Franeis Hall and William Whitlock, Jr., Esqs., 
Vice Presidents. 

Dr. De Witt read part of the 119th Psalm, 
and offered prayer. © 

Two new auxiliaries were recognised: one in 
West Virginia, the other in Ohio. 

Communications were received from Mr. Andrew 
M. Milne, the Society’s Agent in the Argentine 
Confederation, stating his removal from Rosario to 
Santa Fe, and his success in both places, in dis- 
tributing the Scriptures; from Rev. A. J. M‘Kim, 
Lima, Peru, relating the distribution of books 
granted by this Society; from Rev. Wm. Clark, 
Milan, showing the happy effect of the Scriptures 
on persons in that city, and expressing thanks for a 
grant of funds for Bible work in Engadina; from 
Rey. Dr. Perkins, Oroomiah, in regard to transla- 
tion of the Scriptures into the Azerbijan-Turkish 
language; from Rev. I. G. Bliss, Constantinople, 
with encouraging accounts of the labours of a Bible 
colporteur of this Society in Syria, and of the sale 
of Armenian Scriptures printed at the Bible House, 


at Tocat and elsewhere; from Dr. 8. Wells Wil- |. 


liams, Peking, and Rev. A. P. Happer, Canton, in 
regard to Bible distribution in China; and from 
Rev. Dr. Martin, Peking, in regard to printing the 
Scriptures in the Mandarin colloquial. 

The entire number of books granted at this meet- 
ing was 89,127. They were for the army and mili- 
tary hospitals, for prisoners of war at Fort Delaware 
and Elmira, and for freedmen. Of'these 56,000 
were for the U.S, Christian Commission ; several 
grants to feeble auxiliaries ; 266 to captains of ves- 
sels sailing to foreign ports; and four volumes, in 
raised letters, for the Blind. 

In addition to the above, books to the value of 
$1,350 were granted, of which $1,000 were for the 
use of the Agent in the Argentine Confederation. 

Some valuable books were presented to the Libra- 


ry, among which were two pocket Tamil Bibles, 
printed with the funds of this Society at Madras, 
India ; and the Psalms in Urdu, printed for this 
Society at the Methodist Mission press in India. 
Over fifteen volumes, in the languages of Northern 
Europe, were brought by Rev. W. H. Bidwell from 
St. Petersburgh and presented to this Society. 

The receipts for December were $56,232 81; the 
issues, 114,820 volumes.

The New Testament in Slavonian. 

We clip the following from the January number 
of the American Messenger. We are glad to see 
that the work which the American Bible Society has 
undertaken is appreciated by the religious public. 
To what is said below, we may add that the lan- 
guage spoken of is now taught in the schools in 
several countries using this language; and is con- 
sidered a necessary part of a good education. More- 
over, it is read in all the churches, and in many of 
them, owing to their great reverence for this version, 
and the fear of modern innovations, the people will 
have no other. The publication of this revised ver- 
sion by the American Bible Society will give them 
confidence in the other versions in their common 
languages, and prepare the way for their distribu- 
tion: 

The old translation of the Bible by Cyril a 
thousand years ago is the authorized version in the 
Greek churches of Russia and adjoining countries, 
embracing some eighty millions of souls; and the 
American Bible Society have undertaken to electro- 
type the New Testament in that language. The 
old language is understood by scholars, and the mod- 
ern Russ Bible is so strictly the same, that the dif- 
fusion of the Slavonic copy will promote the general 
confidence in the modern Russ editions, which are 
now gaining a circulation in Russia. The Slavie 
is also the basis of the Bulgarian and kindred lan- 
guages ; and the missions to Bulgaria regard the is- 


suing of the old Slavic as a most essential aid in 
their work. 


Summary of the Monthly Labours of the Agents of the 
American Bible Society, 

During the month of November, reports were 
received from twenty-four of the Society’s Agents ; 
and the following are the results of their la- 
bours: Auxiliaries visited by them, 93; Bible 
meetings attended, 153; Bible anniversaries attend- 
ed, 39; auxiliaries or branch societies organized or 
resuscitated, 27; Bible sermons and addresses de- 
livered, 227; letters and circulars sent out relating 
to the Society’s interests, 2,853 ; miles travelled by 
the Agents in behalf of the Bible cause, 16,657 ; 
amount of money collected in the form of donations, 
$10,800 48; amount received from the sale of books, - 
$1,879 96 ; amount remitted to the Parent treasury, 
$10,228 95; amount paid into the treasuries of aux- 
iliaries, $865 83; amount of subscriptions secured, 
and not yet paid, $1,492 35; number of families 
visited by Bible distributers, 18,264; number of 
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families found destitute of the Scriptures, 1,712 ; num- 

ber of destitute families supplied with the Scriptures, 

1,229; number of destitute individuals supplied 

with the Scriptures, 685; number of destitute Sab- 

bath schools supplied, 8; number of copies distrib- 

uted in the army and navy by the Agents, 1,563.

Reports of Agents, 

Rey. Mr. BrEBe, of Connecticut, reports that dur- 
ing the month of November there were visited in his 
field, 1,894 families; that 689 of them were found with- 
out the Scriptures ; ‘and that only 242 of them were sup- 
plied, the remainder of them refusing to receive them, 
either by purchase or gratuitously. Rev. Mr. Denton, 
he states, is vigorously prosecuting the work of can- 
yassing and supplying the city and vicinity of Hartford. 
In about one half of the field which he is to explore, he 
has already visited 1,894 families, comprising 8,861 in- 
dividuals, about one half of them being foreigners; 
found 689 of these families without the Scriptures, and 
supplied all of them excepting 289, which refused to re- 
ceive them. Among the children in those families, 
1,413 attended Sabbath schools, and 328 did not. Among 
the families visited by Mr. Denton, 1,460 are in the 
habit of attending church, and 484 are not. 

Rey. Mr. RicHarpDsON, of CENTRAL NEw YorK, gives 
a gratifying account of the progress of our Cause in his 
field. One little church, which contributed thirty dol- 
lars last year, contributed sixty-five dollars this year; 
while another, which made a contribution last year of 


about twenty-five dollars, has this year made a contri- 


bution of over one hundred and thirty dollars.

Rey. Mr. Herr, of SOUTHWESTERN OHIO, reports 
that 1,829 families have been visited by Bible distribu- 
ters in his field, during the past month; that 164 of 


were supplied; and that several regiments of soldiers 
were also supplied. ‘Thank God,” says Mr. Herr, 
“the past month has yielded precious fruit for the sup- 
port of our good Cause. Ihave visited the Troy Fe- 
male, the Greenfield and Vicinity, the Union, the Buck- 
skin Valley, and other Bible societies, and found them 
all in a prosperous condition. Every one of them was 
considerably in advance of the year preceding. All the 
auxiliaries, which I have visited, agree that the Ameri- 
can Bible Society should not hesitate in relation to the 
electrotyping of the Arabic Scriptures, and pledge their 
co-operation in carrying forward this great work.” 

' Rev. W. H. Givsert, our Army Agent for THE 
Armies of Viren, sends us the following graphic 
and touching statement in relation to his work: 

“For the purpose of seeing how our poor sufferers 
from Andersonville were faring, I recently paid a short 
visit to Annapolis and Camp Parole.

“T found some who had been more favoured, and had 
kept the precious Word through all their prison life, 
and, inspired and sustained by its consolations, had 
suffered, prayed, and praised together in their bondage. 

“One of these men, grateful to the Bible society, 
cheerfully gave me, as your representative, a choice 
yet much worn Testament, in exchange for one of a 
brighter page. As he took the new one in his emaciated 
hand, he said, ‘I love to read thé Testament, it has 
been my comfort.’ ” 

Rey. Mr. Lorp, of Inurvors, writes us that during 
the month of November 4,795 families were visited by 
the distributers of the society, and that 148 of them 
only were found without the Word of God. The amount

Rey. Mr. Wricut, of Missourt, gives us the follow- 
ing sad account of the condition of his field at thé 
present time: “My labours during the month have 
been confined chiefly to the city and county of St.

says Mr. Richardson, “I am happy to report progress. | railroads being nearly completed, it is safe to travel 


now in some directions. I have just returned from a 
trip into the interior of my field, and I cannot tell you 
how much I was pained to witness the desolations 
which lie along the track of war. Refugees are still _ 
fleeing hither and thither, their homes being unsafe on 
account of the loyal or the disloyal sentiments prevail- 
I have con- 
versed with several clergymen of different denomina- 
tions, who have come to St. Louis from different parts 
of the State for safety, and who are friends of the Bible 
cause; and from them I learn, that many Sabbath 
schools and churches in the State will be closed up for 
months to come; and that, in many places, as’ a conse- 
quence, nothing can be done at present for the advance: 
ment of the Bible work; and yet, I shall continue care- 
fully to survey all parts of my field, and to do all that I 
can to put our system of Bible agencies into operation 
as soon as possible. 

“The Methodist Episcopal Gowferénce of the Church 


South recently met in St. Louis, and I was, with entire

Sloan, with his characteristic and selfdenying energy, 
assisted also by a temporary delegate of like spirit, was 
‘doing his utmost by day and by night, to minister both 
to their temporal and spiritual wants. These brethren 
and Chaplain Henries were zealously co-operating with 
each other in efforts to relieve the sufferings and cheer 
the hearts of those who had escaped their cruel bond- 


unanimity, invited to address the body in relation to 
I did so, and I am happy to report, that 
the conference most cordially commended the American 
Bible Society to the prayers and benefactions of the 
churches within its bounds. The bishop presiding 
said, that ‘the Society had stood firmly on its true 
platform during these troublous times, and that it 
ought to be sustained.’ ” 

Rey. Mr. BARDWELL, of Wisconsin, writes: “My 


‘labours during the month of November were chiefly in 


the northwestern and western portions of my field. In 
that whole region, there are but few self-sustaining 
churches, so that no very great results could be ex- 
pected in the way of pecuniary contributions to our 
Cause. And yet, the contributions which I have se- 
cured, although small, are larger than I have ever ob- 
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tained there before. The circulation of the Scriptures 
too, by sale from the depositories of the society, in dif 
ferent parts of the region, is increasing year by year, 
and we hope, that, as these border counties become 
more settled and improved, our good Cause there will 
have a more corresponding growth. 

“Tn regard to the work generally in my field, I am 
encouraged with the increased and increasing interest 
manifested in it. Our receipts are increasing gradually 
month by month, the Scriptures are being more and 
more widely circulated, and the prospect is, that this 
growth, which is not the result of spasmodic efforts, but 
of constant labour, will be both steady and permanent.” 
‘Rev. Mr. Jongs, of Iowa, writes: ‘I haye had an en- 
couraging interview with our good colporteur, Deacon 
N. M. Adams, who has been labouring faithfully, and 
with cheering results, in the destitute counties of 
Northwestern Iowa. He organized one auxiliary there, 
and has paved the way for others when the proper time 
arrives. In some counties, he found not only great 
destitution, but great indifference to the Bible and the 
Bible work. In one county, he found that the people 
generally used the Sabbath asa holiday, and he could 
not obtain a public hearing for our Cause; while in 
others, it was not much better. But he perseveres in 
his work; andI cannot but hope that great good will re- 
sult from the beginning. The winter months he will 
spend in canvassing and supplying the counties of 
Hamilton and Webster. 

“JT have the pleasure, also, to report that we have 
just held a very satisfactory conference of our Bible 
agents in Southwestern Iowa. The earnestness with 
which the discussions were conducted, taken in con- 
nexion with the prayerfulness and teachable temper of 
those who were present, affords ground for hope that we 
shall, ere long, witness a decided advance in our great 
work in that part of the State.” 

Mr. Jones reports for the month of November, 1,372 
families visited in his field, and 317 found destitute of 
the Scriptures, 202 of which were supplied. His re- 
mittances to the Parent Treasury, for the same time, 
amounted to $631 46.

CONNECTICUT. Canaan Frumate Brere Society 
held its eighth anniversary at East Canaan, on the 27th 
of November. The receipts of the society were as fol- 
lows: from sales, $46 25; and from donations, $89 06;

Ludlow, of Oswego, Rey, Dr. Eells, of Brooklyn, and 
others. The society has done its part towards the sup- 
ply of all the soldiers which have left New Jersey for 
the seat of the war; it maintains a good depository in 
Hackensack, the county seat; and at its last meeting 
it Teegtred. to endeavour toi Ane reAaty the amount of its 


receipts during the coming year to one thousand dol- 
lars. The friends of the Bible cause in this county will 
have gratifying results to make known at the next an- 
niversary of this society. 

NEW YORK. Monrcomery County BIBLE Socrnty 
held its ninth annual meeting in the Methodist Episco- 
pal Church, in Canajoharie, on the 20th of September. 
The amount received into the society’s treasury from 
all sources, during the year, was $1,686 76. Rey. John 
Burrell has been employed by the society to canvass 
and supply its field, with the following results: number 
of families visited, 1,650; Sabbath schools visited, 
eighteen; day schools visited, twenty-two; number of 
families found destitute of the Scriptures, and for the 
most part supplied, ninety-two; and the value of Bibles 
and Testaments sold, $281 27. Thereport says: ‘Your 
committee rejoice in the evidence which they think 
exists, that the interest of the churches in this county 
in this blessed Cause is gradually but surely rising 
higher; and they trust that this interest will advance 
with increasing rapidity, until all shall come up to the 
full measure of their duty and ability.” 

OHIO. JrerrerRson County Briere Society held its 
anniversary services in Steubenville, on the 10th of 
November. The receipts of the society were consider- 
ably in advance of those of the year preceding, amount- 
ing to $920. Reports were received from all the branch 
societies, numbering thirteen, and interesting addresses 
were delivered by the Rev. Mr. Frazer, of Two Ridges, 
and the Rey. Mr. Green, of Poland, Ohio. 

BreLtmont County Biste Society closed another 
year of useful service on the 11th of December, at which 
time its annual meeting was held in St. Clairsville. The 
society is in a highly flourishing condition, its receipts 
during the past year amounting to upwards of thirteen 
hundred dollars. Seventeen branch societies belonging 
to it have held their annual meetings, and canvassed 
their respective fields during the year, and it has been 
enabled to make a donation of three hundred dollars to 
the Parent Institution to aid it in its general work. 

Meres County Biste Society reports its receipts 
during the past year ag amounting to $655. Its anni- 
versary services were held in the Presbyterian Church 
in Pomeroy, on the 19th of November, and an efficient 
board of officers were chosen to take charge of its affairs 
during the year ensuing. 

HigHLanp County Brsix Socrery reports having re- 
ceived into its treasury during the year, $381 51, and at 
its anniversary on the 15th of November, at Hillsboro, 
it resolved to enter at once upon the work of canyass- 
ing and supplying its field with the Scriptures. The 
society keeps up a well filled depository, and under 
a well selected board of officers promises to accomplish 
a good work during the present year. 

IOWA. Cuinton County BrsiE Socrery, centering 
at Lyons, held its annual meeting on the 11th of De- 
cember. The reports of the treasurer, depositary, and 
board of managers were read, and an address was deliy- 
ered by the Rey, D. E. Jones, the State Agent of the 
American Bible Society. The receipts of the society for 
the year past amount to $125 45. The society has a 
well stocked depository, and is free from debt. 

Decatur County Biste Society reports haying 
thoroughly canvassed one half of its field during the 
past year, and found one hundred and eighty families 
destitute of the Word of Life, most of which were sup- 
plied, either by sale or donation. The annual meeting 
of the society was held on the 29th of November, and 
an address was delivered by Rey.

The Bible in Virginia, 
LETTER FROM THE ARMY AGENT IN VIRGINIA. 
December 31st, 1864. 
Dear Brotuer:—It is with much satisfaction 


that I call your attention to a movement in the val- | 


ley of Virginia, for supplying the citizens with the 
Word of God. It is well known that this whole re- 
gion, so recently a delightful garden of prosperity, 
has suffered greatly from the alternating armies, 
under whose power it has fallen. 

The spiritual desolations there are probably fully 
equal to those in temporal things. Church edifices 
are nearly all appropriated for hospitals, or other 
military uses. Ministers are gone, and their congre- 
gations broken up. The Sabbath, even, is to a great 
extent forgotten. 


In these circumstances it is interesting to see any 
movement among the inhabitants, for repairing their 
spiritual wastes. And when can such a movement 
more suitably or hopefully commence, than in efforts 
to supply the Scriptures, to the many whose homes 
have been broken up or laid waste, or who have 
fled from guerrilla barbarities to the protection of 
our lines ? 

I am happy to say that such a movement is al- 
ready commencing. While recently at Winchester, 


|I conferred with some prominent citizens on the 


subject, who said there was undoubtedly great need 
in that place of the Word of God, and who were 
quite ready to take hold of the work of supplying it. 

At Martinsburg, I found citizens not only ready 
to canvass the place to supply the destitutions, but 
to contribute something substantial towards the 
means of supply. 

The pastor of the only loyal congregation in the 
place, and some leading citizens of various Chris- 
tian names, who attend his church, desired me to 
call the attention of the people to the subject on the 
Sabbath, Dec. 18th, with a view to forming an or- 
ganization to distribute in the community, among 
refugees and others, Bibles and Testaments which 
might be furnished for the purpose by the Ameri- 
can Bible Society. 

Owing to the great losses the citizens had sustain- 
ed from the frequent change of authorities, and the 
rule—now of Federal, and now of Rebel armies—J 
did not think it wise to urge a collection in favour 
of the object, regarding it as perhaps their full share 
to distribute the bounties of those whose homes and 
private property have been unmolested in this deso- 
lating conflict. But before the service commenced, 
I was permitted to welcome the proposal from some 
prominent citizens to take up a collection, one of 
them remarking that it would do no harm, and that, 
if we obtained but five dollars, it would be worth 
the trouble. 

The subject was presented, and the collection ta- 
ken up. When the money was counted, it was 
found to be thirty-one dollars and one cent, United 
States currency, with more pledges. This sum is 
indeed insignificant compared with the demands of 
your noble charity. But in another view, it is very 
significant. 

If I am not mistaken, this is the first contribution 
to any of the great benevolent charities of the day, 
which, since the beginning of our national struggle, 
has come from regions desolated by the war—the 
first green blade which has started up from the ashes 
of the rebellion. If there has been any other, it has 
escaped my notice. 

It is significant, because it is a spontaneous offer- 
ing. The movement to take a collection was entire- 
ly on the part of the people, and evinces that what- 
ever else may have been destroyed by the war, the 
essential spirit of Christianity stands forth . un- 
changed where its desolating scourge has swept. 

It is to me also an omen for good that this first 
fruit of benevolence from soil trampled by the iron 
hoof of war, should be in behalf of that Inspired. V; 
ume which lies at the basis of our liberties—a for- 
getfulness of which has caused all our troubles; and 
the Author of which will surely succeed a reverent 
obedience to its precepts with every desirable treas- 
ure of peace and exaltation. 

May this green and healthful blade, rising from 
the dust of our cruel rebellion, become, ere long, a 
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stately tree, sending forth its luxuriant branches to 
cover all the nakedness left in the track of marshalled 
hosts ; and healing, with its benignant power, all 
heart-burnings and jealousies, and crowning with 
perpetual verdure all that fair land, whose glory 
has been turned to mourning, and beauty to ashes, 
by the relentless heel of Mars.

Prospective Demands on this Society. 


A LETTER FROM THE AGENT IN THE ARMY OF THE 


POTOMAC, 
December 30th, 1864. 


My Dear Brotuer:—There is at Winchester, 
Va., an interesting school of coloured children which 
I had the pleasure of visiting on the 9th inst. It is 
under the supervision of the chaplain of the Sixth 
N. Y. H. Artillery, and was kept in the basement 
or cellar of his house. The work was commenced 
without any expectation of more than fifteen or 
twenty pupils. But soon as it became known, they 
flocked in, until, at the time I visited it, the number 
had reached eighty. These were huddled together 
in a small room less than twenty feet square, which 
I trust has ere this been exchanged for one more 
commodious. 

The pupils were anything but dull. They were 
quite unaccustomed to the decorum of the school- 
room; and it seemed quite impossible, under such 
disadvantages, to impresssthem with the proprieties 
we commonly attach to that place. 

There; was a great deficiency in books, and the 
instruction was mainly from cards, which accommo- 
dated a whole class at a time. There were a few 
books—old spelling-books and the lke—which the 
chaplain told me had been preserved by the pupils 
or their parents, some of them for twenty years, in 
the unfailing hope and expectation that the time 
would come when they could use them. This time 
has not come without much chagrin ‘and opposition, 
hitherto fruitless, on the part of some of their recent 
masters. The teacher has been threatened, that if 
M should get hold of him, he would be hung 
for violating the laws of Virginia, in teaching colour- 
ed people to read. The enemies of the school have 
tried various petty annoyances upon him, but he is 
not easily intimidated, and, under protection of the 
strong arm, he feels safe. 

The pupils, notwithstanding their disadvantages, 
were enthusiastic, and learned with rapidity. They 
sang also, with their native aptitude, easily catching 
the tune, and many of them learning the words from 
watching the lips of the teacher. 

I ventured to encourage them to expect Testa- 
ments when they should be able to read them cor- 
rectly. At this promise-their eyes sparkled with 
evident delight.

The Holy Spirit 
has certainly worked upon their hearts with un- 
common power of late. Our chapel has been filled 
to its utmost capacity every night. At our com- 
munion, on the first Lord’s Day of the month, twen- 
ty-seven new members were added to the church, 
thirteen of them by baptism. An additional grant 
will be gratefully accepted. Please receive our 
thanks also for the handsome Bible which you 
have presented for the pulpit of our chapel.

Our Soldiers Honouring the Bible. 

The following, which we take from the Sunday 
School World, is from the pen of Rev. H. Clay 
Trumbull, Chaplain Tenth Connecticut Volunteers, 
in the Army of the James River before Richmond, 
and affords pleasing evidence of the high estimate 
placed upon the Word of God by the soldiers in 
our national armies: 


It was night. We were before Petersburg. 
Orders had come for an immediate move, we knew 
not whither. Shelter tents had been hastily struck, 
blankets had been rolled, knapsacks packed and 
slung, and the call to “fall in” had already sounded. 
All was commotion. Men were taking arms, or 
gathering up the la&t valuable from the now desola- 
ted camp. The order to “be lively and fall in” 
Was again repeated ; yet one group lingered. Ap- 
proaching it I found a soldier with a lighted candle 
stuck in the fuse hole of a fragment of an exploded 
shell, searching diligently among the ruins of his 
tent site, as if for a missing treasure, “‘ What have 
you lost?’ I asked. ‘‘ My little Testament,’’ was 
the reply. ‘It’s one that was given me in Sunday- 
school, years ago; and I wouldn’t lose it for any 
money.’’ And again he turned over the straw, and 
threw aside pieces of board in determined endeavour 
to recover the priceless volume. But it was not to 
be found. The regiment was off, and reluctantly 
the soldier gave up the search; threw aside the novel 
candlestick, extinguishing the light, and hurried for- 
ward in the darkness to his place in the ranks, re- 
gretting in evident sincerity his irreparable loss. 

The attachment which this soldier showed to his 
Sunday-school Testament is not unusual among 
the officers and privates of our army. No class of 
men value God’s Word more highly. None cling 
more affectionately to the copies of it reveived in 
earlier years. One of the roughest boys in all our 
regiment—one who would be deemed least suscepti- 
ble of good impressions or of the influence of sacred 
associations—told me one day of a Bible which was 
given him in the Sandwich Islands by a mission- 
ary’s daughter, and which he had carried on one 
voyage after another, from place to place, until he 
was shipwrecked in a distant sea, and lost that 
with his other worldly possessions. He really 
seemed to grieve more over that Bible, than over all 
else which he parted with when his life was barely 
saved from the merciless waves. 

Yet another rough sailor-soldier came to me for a 
new Bible, to replace one which he had lost in some 
way on a recent move; telling me, as he made the 
request, how long he had had the now missing vol- 
ume, and how highly he had prized it. He spoke of 
it as "though it were a personal friend he had lost, 
and I: knew he felt all that he said. 

The Sabbath-schools of Manchester, Conn.,

through the agency of Walter M‘Kee, furnished 
some months since, one hundred or more Testaments 
of a very neat and attractive pattern, for distribu- 
tion among those men of our regiment ‘who were not 
otherwise supplied. It was really very pleasant to 
observe the desire to obtain these books, and to hear, 
the expressions of appreciation of their worth, and of 
gratitude for their bestowal from those who received 
them. Such was the demand for them that another 
lot was called for, and a fresh supply has now been 
put at my disposal from the same benevolent source, 

The truths of God’s Book are in many instances 
as highly prized by the soldier as is the volume con- 
taining them. In the low shelter tent, by the way- 
side on a march, at the bivouac fire, in the siege 
trench, on the field of battle, and on the hospital cot, 
the sacred pages are pored over by those who seek 
from them, and who find therein, counsel, comfort, 
and hope. They are the stay and support, of many 
a good soldier of the government, who is also a sol- 
dier of the cross.

Baker, agent of the Maryland Bible Society, for his 
zealous and persevering labours of love in behalf of 
the prisoners at this point.

“Inasmuch as ye have done it unto 
one of the least of these my brethren, ye have done 
it unto me.” 

Resolved, That a copy of these resolutions be pre- 
sented to our esteemed Brother Baker, and commu- 
nicated, er him, to the noble institution he

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Foreign Work. 

Syri1a.—During the year a grant was made to 
Mr. Bliss for colportage in Syria, We have receiv- 
ed from that gentleman the first report of this work, 
to which we beg to refer our readers. The number 
of books distributed was not large, and yet the work 
was encouraging, considered as a prelude to future 
operations. The letter relates how in one case 
some persecutors were foiled, and the peaceful pros- 
ecution of the work secured. 

Peru.—We are enabled to lay before our readers 
an account of the successful distribution of Scrip- 
tures at Lima, in Peru. The books were granted 
to the missionary of the American and Foreign 
Christian Union, the Rev. Mr. M‘Kim, who author- 
ized Mr. Thomas E? Sutherland to distribute them. 
That gentleman’s account of his work will be found 
interesting, while it leads us to hope good things 
hereafter. 

Asta Minor.—Mr. Bliss sends us some interest- 
ing facts relating to Bible distribution at Tocat, 
noted as the place where the sainted Henry Martyn 
finished his earthly career. Our Armenian Bible, 
printed at the Bible House, is also making its way 
among the peopie. These facts are encouraging. 
The letter may be found on another page. 

Cutna.—We call attention to an able and inter- 
esting letter lately received from Hon. 8. Wells 
Williams, LL.D., of Peking, in regard to the Bible 
work in this vast empire. ‘The difficulties and ob- 
stacles are peculiar, and greater than many suppose. 
Still the work is making progress surely though 
slowly. We have also received a letter from Rey, 
A. P. Happer on the same general subject. 

ARGENTINE ConreDERATION.—Mr. Milne, the 
Society’s Agent, reports encouraging sales. FromRo- 
sario, where he left a good assortment of books in safe 
hands, he had removed to Santa Fe, where, in five 
days, he sold 103 copies. A man bought a Bible, 
Psalms, and a Gospel. The next day a man enter- 
ed his house, and, without asking permission, car- 
ried them off. The man bought others. By an 
earlier report, only just received, it appears that in 
July Mr. Milne disposed of 377 volumes. The 
reader may find further statements in ,Mr. Milne’s 
letter. 

Perv.—We have received accounts of the suc- 
cessful distribution of a grant of books, made to Rev. 
Mr. M‘Kim, missionary of the American and Foreign 
Christian Union at Lima. These books are distrib- 
uted gratuitously by Mr. Thomas E. Sutherland. 
We trust the way is opening for a more extensive 
work in that city. 

Some other encouraging statements we have re- 
ceived from foreign parts, which prudence induces 
us not to publish.

The Word of God. 

Naimbanna, a black prince, from the neighbour- 
hood of Sierra Leone, arrived in England in 1791. 
The gentleman to whose care he was intrusted took 
great pains to convince him that the Bible is the 
word of God, and he received it as such, with great 
reverence and simplicity. Do we ask what it was 
that satisfied him on the subject? Let us listen to 
his artless words. ‘When I found,” said he, “all 
good men minding the Bible, and calling it the 
word of God, and all bad men disregarding it, I then 
was sure that the Bible must be what good men 
‘eall it, the word of God.” 


Japan. 


{(Concluded.) 
NAGASAKI, JAPAN, June 27, 1864. 


On the subject of printing Japanese Scriptures, 
Mr. Verbeck says: 

I think it too soon as yet to print the Bible in 
Japanese. It will take some time longer properly 
to qualify the missionaries now in Japan to produce 
a version of the above specified character. We feel 
the need of giving something to this people as soon 
as possible that will acquaint them with the saving 
doctrines of the cross—something on a smaller scale 
to begin with, by which at the same time our thus far 
acquired abilities will be exercised, without involving 
all the importance of a version of the Scriptures. 

It was one of the rules of the experienced mission 
at Calcutta, that ‘no person can be fitted for this 
work without going through several years of pre- 
vious study and preparation for it. It may be set 
down as a general rule, that no person ought to 
engage (7. e., make a beginning) alone in a transla- 
tion of the Scriptures into any language, until he 
has studied that language with close attention for at 
least seven years.””? Morrison arrived at Canton 
in 1807, and finished the printing of his Chinese 
version, whichis now considered very defective, in 
1823. Judson arrived at Rangoon in 1813, and 
finished the printing of his Burm‘an version in 1834, 
and the revised edition, which is said to be excellent, 
in 1840. Now, although Japanese is sometimes 
called ‘‘ Chinese with additional difficulties,” I 
would by no means say that we have to go through 
such long periods as the above before bringing a good 
Japanese version to completion, for our advantages 
are different. Morrison’s time was not all his own, 
and his facilities for the prosecution of his studies 
not of the best; Judson devoted much time to other 
missionary labours, from which we are as yet de- 
barred, and he lost above two years by imprison- 
ment. I only refer to them as precedents worthy 
of consideration. 

Not for your information, but because it is so 
much to the point of what I wish to say, I quote 
from Judson the following, which he wrote in 1833, 
near the time of finishing his version : 

“You may perhaps wonder why I make such a 
tedious work of translating, when some persons des- 
patch the whole New Testament, and perhaps part) 
of the Old, within a year or two after entering their 
field of labour. There are two ways of translating; 
the one original, the other second-hand. The first 
must be adopted by a missionary whose lot falls in 
a section of the globe where there is no translation 
of the Scriptures in any cognate language, or in any 
language known to the learned men of the country. 
In that case, he must spend some years in reading a 
great many books, and in acquiring a competent 
stock of the language; that, like as the spider spins 
her web from her own bowels, he may be able to 
extract the translation from his own brain. The 
other mode may be advantageously adopted by a 
missionary who has in his hand the Bible, already 
translated into some language known by learned 
natives of the country. In that case, he has only-to 
get a smattering of their vernacular, enough to su- 
perintend their operations, and then parcel out the 
work, and it is'done by steam. There have been 
but few original translations. That by Ziegenbalg 
and his associates, in Tamil, has served for all the 
dialects in the south of India. That by Carey and 
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his associates, in Sanscrit and Bengalee, has been the 
basis of all the other translations which they have 
conducted. Morrison’s Chinese translation will prob- 
ably be transferred into all the cognate languages ; 
and the Taling, Karen, and Lahwah, together with 
the Siamese and other Shan translations, will be 
obtained more or less directly from the Burman. I 
mention the above as specimens merely, not intend- 
ing to imply that they are the only ortginal trans- 
lations that have been made. Nor would I be 
understood to speak disparagingly of second-hand 
translations. If the partners employed are faithful, 
a second-hand translation may be superior to an 
original one. At any rate, it. will probably be more 
idiomatic, and in all cases, when practicable, it 
ought undoubtedly to be attempted as a first essay ; 
and as the missionary advances in the language, he 
can gradually raise it to any degree of perfection.’’— 
Memoir of Dr. Judson, vol. ii., p. 55. 

The Chinese language is well understood by 
learned natives, and a fair second-hand translation 
could be made in a comparatively short time. Most 
of the missionaries now here, I suppose, have at- 
tempted parts of at least the New Testament as a 
first essay, to be gradually raised to a higher degree 
of perfection. Ihave a native scholar thus working 
on the Gospels and Acts, but cannot this moment 
express a decided opinion on the merits of the work 
thus far done. I can safely say, that to accomplish 
what Dr. Judson calls an original translation, ‘‘ex- 
tracted from one’s own brain,” will require years 
for the most proficient among us, even under favour- 
able circumstances.

My Dear Sin:—The Rev. Mr. M‘Kim arrived 
here on the fourth of this month, bringing with him 
two boxes of Bibles and Testaments, which he de- 
livered to me. Up to this present date I have sold 
of them to the amount of thirty-four dollars fifty 
cents. I have traversed the city to find purchasers, 
but the sales have been slow. I have hope that in 
future I shall succeed better ; for that which is im- 
possible with men is possible with God; for He 
giveth exceeding abundantly above all that we ask 
or think. And as He hath prepared of his goodness 
for the poor, and is not slack in awarding his prom- 
ise, we may confidently expect that all things are 
moving rapidly onward to the time, when the na- 
tions shall belong to God and to his Christ, who is 
blessed for ever. Amen. 

The more the Word of God is known among the 
people, the greater will be the demand. I went in- 
to a store the other day with an assortment of Span- 
ish Bibles and Testaments, and, being acquainted 
with the storekeeper, I offered the books to all that 
were in the store at the time. One of them, an 
elderly lady, as much as said that she would not 
have one on any account; but, accompanying her 
were two children, boys of about ten or twelve 
years, who at once took a fancy to have one apiece. 
Though the old lady did not wish to disburse the 
money, she eventually bought one apiece for them. 
So it ended, and I did not think any more about it, 
until yesterday afternoon, when I chanced to meet 
the storekeeper again; and he told me that the old 
lady had sent one of her servants to him, with hercom-

pliments, desiring him to get her another copy of the 
same. Whether it is for herself, or not, I do not 
know. I mention the circumstance as a proof only 
that the more it is known, the more it will be re- 
quired. 

I sold a Testament to a Catholic curate ihe other 
day, and he seemed pleased with his purchase. 
When I meet them in the streets, I generally ask 
them whether they like them or not. As I am not 
ashamed of the Gospel, I have adopted the most 
open, and, as I think, the best way to accomplish the 
desires of ihe Society ; and in doing so I know that 
the Lord will bless all whom he makes instrumen- 
tal in the spread of his everlasting Gospel.

A young Armenian school teacher recently pur- 
chased ten Armenian Bibles, printed in New York, 
for the purpose of selling them, or giving them away 
to hie fellow countrymen, whom he might persuade 
to receive them. These and other similar facts en- 
courage our hearts during these days of darkness, in 
which the government so persistently oppose our 
work, and where so few Moslems show any interest 
in the purchase of the Word of God. May the day 
not be distant when this ‘‘ Word shall have free 
course,’’ and be glorified among all the nationalities 
in this broad land.

A BIBLE TOUR. 

We have recently received from an esteemed mis- 
sionary of the American Board an account of a Bible © 
tour which he recently made. It is as follows: 

Mr. Sanders and myself have recently made a 
tour in the eastern part of the island, as delegates 
of the Jaffna Auxiliary Bible Society. We took 
with us four native assistants, and proceeded by a 
native boat to Batticaloa, a station occupied by the 
Wesleyan Mission. Including two Sabbaths, we 
spent eleven days there, and went from village to 
village, and from house to house, with portions of 
the Bible in hand. There is a large population, 
both of Tamils and Moors, in that district, and com- 
paratively little is done for their salvation. We 
were everywhere received with kindness, and found 
many who were willing to purchase portions of 

i the Batticaloa dis- 
trict we visited 626 houses, and addressed over 2,700 
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people. Two Bibles, seven New Testaments, and 
about 300 portions of Scriptures were sold, A few 
portions were given gratuitously. Leaving Batti- 
caloa we came to Trincomalie, where we remained 
four days, one day being the Sabbath. One hun- 
dred and twenty houses were visited, and over 550 
people addressed. Two New Testaments were sold, 
and seyenty-one portions of Scripture. Some por- 
tions were given gratuitously. We purposed to stop 
for a day at another place on the coast, called Mu- 
latior, but it was not convenient to do so. A pub- 
lic Bible meeting was held in Batticaloa, at which 
a collection was made for the Bible cause. At 
Trincomalie it was not convenient to have a public 
meeting; but one of the delegates had an oppor- 
tunity of addressing a small company of Christians 
at a prayer meeting. We enjoyed the tour very much, 
and we trust that some good was accomplished. 
We rejoice that so many portions of Scripture have 
been left among the people, with so fair a prospect 
of their being preserved and read. Two other sim- 
ilar tours have been arranged—one down the Cen- 
tral road to Anarajapuran, the ancient capital of 
the island; the other to some of the more remote 
islands belonging to this northern province. By this 
plan we reach many people who seldom hear of 
Christ, and leave portions of the Scriptures in many 
homes where they were not before found. It is our 
wish to put a portion, at least, of God’s Word in 
every house, as a witness that salvation, through 
Christ, has been offered to the occupants. Evening 
Bible meetings have not been as frequently attend- 
ed this year as last year; but those which have 

been held, have been attended with much interest.

EXTRAOT FROM MR. MILNE’S LETTER. 
COLONIA DE ESPERANZA, SANTA FR, Oct. 1, 1864. 


Dear Sir:— As my license in Rosario was ex- 
pired, I thought that instead of renewing it there, it 
would be better to pass on,to the ground yet unex- 
plored. Accordingly I gave up the depot in Rosario, 
and selected a good assortment of books, which I left 
on commission, and for which I hold a receipt and 
agreement to remit an account current to date on 
the first day of each month with cash on hand to me 
or my order, 

I left Rosario on the morning of Saturday 17th 
ult., and arrived in Santa Fe the following day at 
noon. On Tuesday 20th I passed over to the city of 
Parana in the province of Entre Rios, where I re- 
ceived a very cordial welcome. Une bought a large 
number of Bibles which he said he would give 
away; another, a Roman Catholic priest, bought 
a gospel and New Testament, which he said he 
would try to introduce as a class book. 

While in Parana I made up a small parcel (re- 
gretting much my supply would not allow me to 
make it larger) of French and German books, for the 
Swiss colony de San Jose near Parana. Here area 
large number of Protestants, many of whom have 
not heard a sermon preached for eight years. Re- 
cently they have signed a petition asking aid from 
the Methodist Episcopal Church. 

In and around Parana the field is “white and 
ready to harvest,’ but my arrangements for the 


Swiss colony of Esperanza would not allow me to 
stay. Accordingly I made two small deposits of 
books in the city, and returned to Santa Fe on Satur- 
day, 24th. If George Smith comes down to Corrientes, 
I shall send him to Parana, while I myself will take 
Santa Fe (one of the strongholds of the Jesuits in 
South America) where I anticipate much more op- 
position. 

There being no conveyance on Monday, I came to 
Esperanza on Tuesday, which is about eight leagues 
from the city of Santa Fe. On the way I was 
cheered by meeting with two families in possession 
of Bibles I had sold in Rosario. 

So far as I have been able to learn, the colony of 
Esperanza is two leagues by two leagues, divided 
into concessions of 600 by 750 yards, which are oc- 
cupied by 230 families, of which about 100 are Prot- 
estants. One half speak French, and the other Ger- 
man, but many can speak both languages fluently. 
About four months ago a pastor was sent hither by 
a Methodist Episcopal Church in Buenos Ayres. 
He conducts two meetings every Lord’s Day, one in 
French, and the other in German, and I am glad to 
learn that already there is a marked change in the 
attention of the people to divine things. The Prot- 
estants I found in general supplied with Bibles and 
Testaments such as I had for sale; but many aged 
people would have bought if I had been able to 
supply them with books of large type. ‘ 

The first day I sold all the German Testaments I 
had, and with but one exception all to Roman Cath- 
olics, to whom it is a new book, and by whom, in 
many instances, it is read with greater attention 
than by most Protestants. 

There are two more Swiss colonies about the 
same distance from Santa Fe, but in other direc- 
tions, San Carlos and San Jeronimo, but these I 
must not approach without a good supply of French 
and German Bibles and Testaments. 

The total number of books circulated during the 
month of September was 145 copies, of which seven- 
teen were by donation, twelve being Testaments do- 


nated to a school where the teacher was very poor,’ 


but anxious to have the book used as a class book. 
The places where circulated; Rosario by sales, 
forty-one, by donation, seventeen ; Parana by sales, 
fifty-two; Esperanza by sales, thirty-five ; total, 
145. Iregret to see the figures again so low, but 
taking into account the time lost in moving from 
place to place, there is on the whole an increase of 
last month. 

On Monday, D. V., I return to Santa Fe, where 
I expect to have at least one month’s work, and 
where by God’s blessing I hope to see the number of 
sales assume a more cheering appearance.
